Stake-Out
Ends Hunt

The fourth suspect in the robbery of the Pacific State
Bank at Normandie and Carson Street was arrested by
FBI agents Thursday after a four-hour stakeout of a Los

Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation and deputy

sheriffs arrested Edward R.
Romero, 26, and discovered
$33.000 in a room at 402 S.
Burlington Ave.

Romero was arraigned Fri-
day before the U. S. Commis-
sioner on charges of violating
the Federal Bank robbery
statute, He is being held at the
Los Angeles County Jail in
lieu of $25,000 bail pending
indictment by the Grand Jury.

OFFICERS said the capture
of Romero solved one of the
largest bank robberies in the
history of Southern California.
Already in custody are Ray-
mond A. Vigneau, 26, of Lo-
mita; Jorge Velasco, 25, of
Lawndale; and Avalind Rea-
taza, 31, of Los Angeles. Offi-
cers reported Romero was the
second of the two men who
actually entered the bank and
took currency and securities
valued at $204,000.

Velasco, a janitor at the
bank, was arrested last week-
end after he was implicated in
the robbery. It was Velasco
who first told police that he
had been forced to admit a
masked pair to the bank be.
fore it opened Oct. 4.

The pair remained in the
bank a little over two hours,
finally forcing an assistant
manager and the chief teller
to open the vault. They fled
in a truck which was later
found abandoned about six
blocks from the bank,

VIGNEAU was captured in
Buellton, north of Santa Bar-
bara, last Saturday morning.
Velasco was arrested shortly
afterward, and officers later
picked up Reataza on charges
of receiving stolen goods.

The arrest of Romero ended
an all-points search for the
fourth man in the robbery,
FBI agents and sheriff’s depu-
ties sald they had been wait-
ing almost four hours at the
Burlington Avenue address
when Romero arrived.

Only one shot was fired—a
shot over Romero's head when
he ran for a stairway. With
the recovery of the $33,000
found in Romero's room, police
have now recovered $196,000
in cash and securities taken
in the holdup.

Vigneau, Velasco, and Rea-
taza were arraigned last Mon-
day before the U. S. Commis-
sioner and ordered held in
lieu of bail. Reataza was held
in lieu of $2,500 bail, while
bail for the other three men
was set at $25,000.
